Notwithstanding the fact that the 
department of agriculture took the po- 
@ition when the Ault investigating 
resolution wag before the house that 
it courted the proposed investigation, 
@ remarkable state of affairs devel- 
oped when it came up for considera- 
tion in the senate yesterday. 

It will be recalled that the investi- 
gating resolution passed the house by 
a vote of 161 to 4@, When the 
resolution was read the first time in 
the senate it was referred to the com- 
mittee on agriculture and reported fa- 
vorably. 

Tuesday, under a motion to take up 
billa and resolutions for a second 
reading, this one was about to be 
reached in its order and, much to the 
surprise of many of the senators, 
Benator Sheppatd, of Commissioner 
Hudson's home district, asked that the 
senate reconsider its action in order- 
ing second readings of resolutions, he 
not objecting to the second reading of 
bills. 

Motion Is Killed. 

The vote was put and 17 senators 
voted in favor of reconsidering and 
16 against. President Slaton, from his 
seat in the chair, voted against recon- 
sideration, which made the vote a tig 
thereby killing the motion to have the 
senate recede from its order to have 
this resolution read the second time. 

The resolution was accordingly read 
and is now ready for its third and 
final reading. 

Department Agents Busy. 

For the past few days agents for 
the department of agriculture have 
been busy in their efforts to have 
the senate choke this resolution, 
practically the entire list of the sen- 
ate having been checked off and no 
stone being left unturned to defeat the 
resolution. 

In all probability a warm debate will 
ensue in the senate when the resolu- 
tion comes up for its final reading. 

When the secretary announced the 
caption of resolutions to ‘be read for 
the second time in the senate Sena- 
tor’ Sheppard interrupted with a ques- 
tion: “Do I understand that Mr. Har- 
ris’ request provides for the second 
reading of resolutions, a)so”?”’ 

Mr. Harris: “It does.” 

Moves Reconsideration. 

Mr. Sheppard: “If that is the case 
I move that we reconsider our action 
so far as the second reading of reso- 
lutions are concerned.”’ 

“May I ask the gentleman why he 
Wishes this? We have no other busi- 
ness on the desk at present,’ remark- 
ed Senator Bush. 

Senator Sheppard replied: “The rea- 
son I object to the second reading of 
, resolutions is that there is an im- 
‘portant one from the house, the Ault 
resolution, which my friends and I 
prefer not be considered at present."’ 

Senator Sheppard called for a vote 
on the reconsideration question and 
it was defeated by the vote given. Fol- 
lowing the vote the Ault resolution 
Was read the second time.

“Hoke Smith will resign the office he 
now -holds as governor of Georgia, 
either Thursday or Friday of this 
week. ‘ 

“By noon Monday, July 24, Senator- 
elect Smith will present his credentials 
as the junior senator from Georgia to 
the United States senate, and announce 
himself ready to take the oath of of- 
fice. This is the story that comes out 
here yesterday from intimate friends 
of Governor and Senator-elect Smith, 
following a caucus held in Atlanta 
Monday night, when, it is said, both the 
senatorial and gubernatorial situation 
was gone over. 

“Mr. Smith decided at that time, it 
is stated, to resign the governorship 
and leave Atlanta in time to reach 
Washington Monday morning. There 
was some indecision, according to the 
story, as to whether the resignation 
would be filed today, Wednesday, or not 
until later in the week, but the definite 
conclusion was reached that the state 
of Georgia would have the benefit of 
the services of two senators not later 
than Monday. 

“The statement also comes that, at 
the same caucus, the gubernatorial 
campaign was discussed and it was de- 
cided to bring about some arrangement 
whereby either Tgm Hudson, or J. Pope 
Brown would not be in the race, with 
the inclination toward concentration 
of the Smith strength on Hudson in 
fol-

Soon after Mohammed Ali Mirza Was 
dethroned in July, 1909, he proceeded 
to Russia.

WOOL TARIFF REVISION 
WORKED OUT BY SMOOT 


Utah Senator Frames Bill That 
Regular Republicans and 
Taft Will Support. 


July 18. — Senator 
Smoot, of the senate committee on 
finance, will introduce tomorrow his 
wool tariff revision bill. It will. be 
presented as a substitute for the house 
measure and will receive the support 
of the regular repwhblicans and of the 
administration. 

The bill provides for a general re- 
duction on wool and woolens, but does 
coe go so far on either as the house 

It maintains the classifications of 
the present law on the three grades 
of wool. Instead of a rate of ll 
cents per pound on first class, a rate 
of 9 cents per pound is provided on 
both classes. On washed wool of both 
classes the rate is doubled and on 
scoured wool trebled. 

On third-class wools the rate is fixed 
3 and 6 cents, instead of 4 and 7 cents. 
The “skirting clause,’ of which much 
complaint has been made by the wool 
growers, is eliminated, 

Garnetted waste is reduced from 30 
to 25 cents per pound. 

The present provision assessing 
blankets over 3 yards in length has 
been eliminated. On women’s and chili- 
dren’s dress goods, the specific duties 
have been reduced from 11 cents to 9 
cents per square yard. There are also 
material reductions on carpets, drug- 
gets, mats, clothing and on webbings, 
braids, ribbons, trimmings, etc.

The southern manufacturers, sum- 
marizing the terms of the letter, are 
opposed to any revision that will in- 
crease the percentage of importation to 
manufactures. 

They believe that the cottan schedule 
ig bearing its share of the customs 
revenue, and there is no call for in- 
creasing the amount collected under it. 

They oppose revision, without ade- 
quate data, though favoring simplifi- 
cation of the schedule.

AGAIN ERUPTING 


Revolution Spreads in Haiti. 
More American Warships 
Wanted as Protection. 


Port-au-Prince, : Haiti, July 18.—The 
revolution progresses. The govern- 
ment troops were routed at Trou and 
have returned in disorder to Cape Hali- 
tien. The situation is calm here, but 
if the government falls it is feared 
there will be disorders on the part of 
the populace, @s all the disciplined 
troops are in the north. 

The foreign residents are apprehen- 
sive, but the expected arrival of Amer- 
ican warships will have a reassuring 
effect. 

The situation for the government is 
considered critical. <All the districts 
north of Artibonito are in arms and the 
insurgents are close upon Cape Hai- 
tien, which they are expected to at- 
tack at any time. 

The government has chartered the 
German steamers Syria and Allemania 
for the purpose of bringing the presi- 
dent and his troops back to Port-au- 
Prince. This city is practically with- 
out defenders, but the president  in- 
tends to organize as effective resistance 
as possible against the revolutionists. 

More American Warships Wanted, 

Washington, July 18.—The situation 
in Haiti is causing grave anxiety to 
American Minister Furniss, who re- 
ported to the state department today 
that the revolution, in spite of tem- 
porary government victories, appears 
to be growing. 

A late telegram from the minister 
today suggested the advisability of 
sending another -American warship to 
Haitien waters and the gunboat Des 
Moines, now at Boston, is under orders 
te proceed there at once. If the situa- 
tion continues to increase in gravity 
another vessel will be dispatched and 
the gunboat Petrel, now on the north 
coast of Haiti, but under orders to 
return to the United States, may be 
detained.

Ward Allen, of Savannah, said to be 
the foremost hunter of southeast Geor- 
gia, made his annual appearance before 
the fish and game committee of the 
house of representatives yesterday 
afternoon and gave the members some 
expert knowledge on game conditions 
in this state. 

Heretofore he has opposed stringent 
regulations governing the sportsman, 
and he seemed armed for the present 


general bill having that in view be- 
fore the house. However, after he had 
parleyeg and engaged in repartee with 
the representatives and visitors, he 
admitted that he has no objection to 
the measure under consideration and 
will give it his support. 

All general bills before the commit- 
tee were referred to a subcommittee 
to be consolidated and reported back. 

Urge Game Protection. 

Mr. Allen was alone in even seeming 
opposition to more stringent game 
laws. Colonel J. C. Haskell, of At- 
lanta: Colonel Cc. L. Davis, of Warm 
Springs, and other’ representative 
sportsmen appeared and urged that 
steps be taken to preserve the game 
indigenous to Georgia, be 
saved from extermination. 

State Entomologist Lee Worsham 
urgeq the importance of preserving the 
birds, particularly partridges, as de- 
stroyers gf boll weevils and other in- 
sects injurious to farm products. 

Mr. Parker, representative from Lib- 
erty county, was emphatic in his ad- 
vocacy of the bill.: “When I went to 
south Georgia,” sald he, “there were 
game birds on every hand. There is 
not one dove or partridge now where 
there werea hundtedthen, The beauti- 
ful little squirrel is rapidly disappearing 
altogether. Wilq turkeys and ducks 
are very scarce. Deer and bear are 
virtually no more.” 

Colonel Haskel] and others spoke 
along a similar line, to the effect that 
if stringent laws are not enacted and 
enforced hunting will become a lost 
art in this state, ang that farmers 
would lose millions from the damages 
caused by insects which birds destroy. 

Ward Allen took a shot at newspaper 
writers who urged better protection of 
game. : i 

“It makes me sick,” he said, ‘‘to read 
articles written by ‘men reared in col- 
leges and offices advising learnedly 
about preserving the game. Why, 
they wouldn’t know how to load 
a musket, nor could they tell a snipe 
from a joree. If you want to know 
anything about birds and game ani- 
mals go to the professional hunter 
who understands them. 

“And it is not the professional hun- 
ter you need to fear. Self-interest if 
not love for them will make him save 
the game species. When they go he 
loses his occupation. 

“In hunting I’m governed by the 
laws of nature. If my conscience tells 
me I can shoot I do so.” 

He stated that his objection. to 
previous bilis lay in the fact that they 
made restrictions as to shooting birds 
that raise in the north and come south 
only in season. He said it was up to 
the governments where they are in- 
ga to save them from destruc-

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TARGET OF BILL 


Measure Introduced by Brown, 
Westmoreland and Mctlreath, 


There will be no “fee system” in 
Fulton county if a pill introduced in 
the house yesterday by Messrs. Brown, 
Westmoreland and McElreath becomes 
a law. And they being unanimous in 
favor of the measure, in all probability 
it will become a law before the pres- 
ent legislature adjourns sine die. 


It provides that all important offices | 


now supported on a fee basis shall be 
reduced to salaries, and fixes the sala- 
ries which the incumbents shail 
be paid. The authors claim 
that under it adequate com- 
pensation will be given and that 
the taxpayers will be saved thousands 
of dollars annually. It will go into 
effect December 31, 1912. 

The proposed bill is nominally a gen- 
eral measuré, but is so framed that it 
applies solely to this county. It amends 
the laws fixing the compensation of 
county officers to the extent of ex- 
cepting and making different provis- 
ion for those counties containing cit- 
ies of more than 100,000 population. 

Salaries Stipulated. 

It stipulates that present fee-payed 
officers shall receive salaries as fol- 
lows: 

Clerk of court, $5,000. 

Ordinary, $5,000. 

Tax collector, $5,000. 

Sheriff, $5,000. 

Tax receiver, $4,000. 

Solicitor of the superior court, $5,000 
in addition to his constitutional sal- 
ary of $250. 

Solicitor city court, $5,000. 

Court stenographers, $1,800 each. 

It is provided, further, that no fees 
or per diem shall be collected on the 
score of prisoners placed and sustained 
in the county jail. 

The -bill gives the board of commls- 
sioners of roads and revenues the 
power of supervision over the offices, 
to the extent of providing clerical as- 
sistance, paying deputies, and paying 
the expenses of the jar! out of the gen- 
eral funds at its command. 

Most of the salaries are fixed with 
the proviso that they shall “not ex- 
ceed” the amounts stipulated. 

County Gets All Fees. 

All fees collected by the officers 
coming within the law are to be turn- 
ed over to the county treasurer and 
be disbursed under the direction of the 
county board. 

If they are sufficient to meet all the 
salaries the same shall be paid. If one 
office doesn’t net enough to pay the 
salary provided for its head, excess 
fees collected in another office may be 
made to supplement the amount. 

The residuum, after all the salaries 
and contingent expenses are paid, shall 
be turned into the general fund of the 
county. 

Members of the Fulton delegation 
state that it is their intention to press 
the measure to final passage. Ag it 
stands it does not affect persons now 
in office, that is during the terms fo: 
which they were elected. 


Charles I. Branan, a strong advocate of 
the “salary system” for state and coun- 
ty officials of Futton county, and chair- 
man of a subcommittee to assist the 
members from Fulton county in bring- 
ing the bill before the legislature, said 
yesterday jin reference to the bill: 

“IT wish to congratulate the voters 
of Fulton county on having such able 
representatives as Westmoreland, Mc- 
Elreath and Brown, who will not only 
introduce the bill doing away with the 
‘fee system’ in Fulton county, but will 
give it theff active support. No doubt 
Senator John M. Slaton will do his 
part inthe senate after the house 
passes the bill. 

“This bill is drafted as a general bill, 
but will affect Fulton county only, as 
the bill provides that it shall apply to 
counties in which there is a city of 


100,000 inhabitants,

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BURWELL BILL 


Provides For Ten-Day “Inaugu- | 


ration Sessions” in January 


Debate Over Measure Enliven- 
ed by Tilt Between Hooper | 
Alexander and Joe Hill Hall. 
Vote Shows 136 For and Only 
24 Against. 


The present house of representatives 
by an overwhelming vote on yesterday 
declared in favor of ten-day “inaugu- 
ration sessions’ of the general assem- 
bly in January. The Burwell bill pass- 
ed by a vote of 136 to 24, 

At times the debate over the measure 
became quite acrimonious, a tilt be- 
tween Hooper Alexander and Joe Hill 
Hall leading to “personal privilege” 
speeches by both after the vote was 
taken. Mr.*Hall resented his ardor for 
the constitution being ridiculed, and 
Mr. Alexander made due apologies for 
any offense he had given in debate, and 
paid the Bibb member a glowing com- 
pliment, 

The debate on the Burwell bill be- 
gan as soon as the session opened. The 
author offered an amendment providing 
that the January meeting shall last 
for ten days “after organization.” In 
case the sessions were held up by a 
fight over the selection of officers, this 
would insure time for the transaction 
of business desired to be attended to 
then. 

Burwell Speaks Briefly. 

Mr. Burwell spoke briefly in advocacy 
of the measure. 

Mr. Fullbright, of Burke, advocated 
the bill, saying that it would remove 
many existing and possible difficulties 
in the way of smooth administration, 
and he argued against Mr. Hall’s con- 
stitutional objections. | 

Mr. Hall made another vigorous 
speech, declaring that the bill is un- 
constitutional. 

Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, spoke on 
behalf of the desiraBility and the con- 
stitutionality of the measure. He de- 
clared that during nine months out of 
every two years if the governor were 
to die there would be no legal way for 
anyone succeeding him. 

“Providence has saved us from em- 
barrassment of that deficiency in our 
laws,” said he, “and I hope Providence 
will ‘save us in future, but we cannot 
depend upon it.” 

Appointments Not Valid. 

He argued also that trowble with re- 
gard to the election of senators in con- 
gress would be obviated by the ten- 
day January session. At present they 
have to be appointed for regular terms 
from March 4 until their election in 
midsummer. The senate has ruled that 
such appointments are not valid, and 
it is unlikely that any other senator 
with such credentials will be permitted 
to retain his seat during the interim. 

Mr. Peyton, of Worth, advocated the 
measure heartily. 

Mr. Hardeman, of Jefferson, closed 
the debate with a ten-minute speech 
as the representative of the general 
judiciary committee which recommend- 
ed the passage of the bill. 

A substitute by Mr. Tarver, of Whit- 
field, providing that the full session 
shall be held beginning in January was 
voted down, 21 to 143, 

Mr. Burwell’s amendment was adopt- 
ed without a division. 

During an altercation between Mr. 
Hall, of Bibb, and Mr. Alexander, of 
DeKalb, the latter referred somewhat 
caustically to the former’s constant 
devotion to the constitution, and gave 
what appeared to be an imitation of 
his antagonist’s Manner of running up 
and down the aisles when speaking. 

Mr. Hall wanted to ask Mr. Alexan- 
der a question while that gentleman 
had the floor. 

Alexander v. Hall. 

“Wait a minute,” cried the DeKalb 
member, who was in the midst of one 
of his graceful periods. When through, 
he turned, bowed and remarked: “I 
now can yield to the gentleman from 
Bibb.” 

“I’ve forgotten what I wanted to ask 
you,” replied Mr. Hall, with some show 
of feeling. 

“'Tis as well,” replied Mr. Alexander 
in a sarcastic tone, “for had it been 
asked the members would have for- 
gotten it ere now.” 

When the vote had been taken, Mr. 
Hall rose to a question of personal 
privilege. He said that during his 
many years’ service in the house he 
had observed all the proprieties of de- 
bate. 

“But for some reason, when the gen- 
tleman from DeKalb is unable to reply 
to a legal proposition he makes a per- 
sonal argument instead. I vsannot ex- 
Plain it except on the theory that we 
all have a contempt for things we 
know nothing about. 

“I ¢annot understand why I should be 
held up for personal ridicule, and my 
manners imitated on the aisles of this 
house, just because,I do that which I 
concede all others do—regard my oath 
of office. 

“If the constitution and the laws are 
to be observed, their observance can 
have no better place for beginning 
than in this house. When we set them 
at naught we give an example of law- 
lessness that will have baneful effect 
on all the people. We hear much about 
lynch law and mobs; how can we com- 
plain of them when here in the very 
seat of government we treat the con- 
stitution with contempt?’ 

Mr. Alexander arose immediately. 
He said during the long years he had

PLEADS CAUSE 
OF THE INSANE 


Georgia State Sanitarium Asks 
an Appropriation of 
$208,000. 


Pleading the cause of the insane 
citizens of the state, trustees and offi- 
cers of the Georgia State Sanitarium 
appeared before the appropriation 
committee of the house yesterday uaft- 
ernoon and askKed an appropriation 
of $208,000. They asked that 50 
cents per patient be allowed for 
the maintenance of the _ institution 
providing that out of the sum all per- 
manent improvements be made. 

John T. Brantley, of JBlackshesr, 
chairman of the boacd of trusteas, told 
at length of the crowded con:lition at 


the asylum. The overflow wf patients, 
ads shown by an increase of 290 there 
last year, is due practically as much 
to the Mack of equipment for giving 
them proper treatment as anything 
else. 

“Patients coming there suffering 
from acute mental troubles have to be 
placed in wards adjacent those occu- 
pied by chronics or incurables,” said 
Mr. Brantley. “If we had a well- 
equipped pyschopathic ward where 
newcomers could be looked after until 
their true condition is . determined 
many could be cured in a short while.” 

At present, he said, the patients are 
cared for at a total cos: of unly 87 
cents ad day. He says they need more 
buildings, particularly for ihe negro 
patients more equipment and more 
funds for employees. 

“I would like to speak a word for 
the hundred or mora feeble-minded 
children we have to keen there,” said 
Mr. Brantley. “It is a shame and dls- 
grace to Georgia that the. should be 
there instead of in ahome prepared for 
their proper care and treatment, but 
while they are there we would Iixe 
to be in position to give them the at- 
tention that common humanity da- 
mands.” 

In addition to Mr. Brantley, Col. H. 
H. Dean, of Gainesville; Dr. J. C. Jsr- 
nigan, of Warrenton, members of the 
board, and Dr. L. M. Jones, superin- 
tendent, appeared before the commit- 
tee in behalf of the institution. 

The committee heard from the state 
tuberculosis sanitorium and the state 
geological board Tuesday afternoon. 

Captain W. G. Raoul und Dr. George 
Brown appeared and askeil for a sup- 
stantial increase in appropriation for 
the tuberculosis sanitarium at Alto. 
They declared that the undertaking 
has proved successful and beneficent.

WHAT DOES THIS MEAN? 

The state will be astounded at the information that officials of 
the department of agriculture are endeavoring to impede the pas- 
sage of the Ault investigating resolution by the senate. 

An unsuccessful effort was made yesterday to prevent the 
second reading of*the measure in the senate, but as the result of 
the vote of President Slaton, the resolution is now ready to come 
up for passage, , 

When this resolution was before the house committee on agri- 
culture, the commissioner of agriculture appeared in person to say 
that he had invited the investigation. 

It is, therefore, incomprehensible why representatives of the 
department should be busying themselves with senators to stifle 
further action on the resolution. The department of agriculture 
should be front and foremost in the effort to encourage this inves- 
tigation. If the ‘money of the state dispensed by the department 
is being used to the best advantage of the people, the department 


‘should be glad of the opportunity to make presentation ac- 


cordingly. | 

It is openly charged that as much as $48,000 a year of the 
money voted by the state to be used primarily for the benefit of 
the farmers of the state is being diverted, not to illegal, but to 
unworthy purposes, and that the department is dissipating thou- 
sands of dollars annually in the maintenance of an unnecessarily 
vast salary roll. This money comes from the taxpayers, and 
every dollar of it that is diverted from the agricultural . purposes 
direct loss to the farmers of

the state. 

The Constitution hopes that when opportunity is presented the 
department will be able to thoroughly vindicate its administration, 
but the people of the state will not for a minute tolerate any effort 
to stifle the showing to which the people are entitled.

temporarily postpone the inevitable, for President of the Senate 
Slaton has openly taken the position that when he becomes gov- 
ernor, as he cértainly will, his first message to the general assembly 
will be to. urge the complete investigation of the department, if 
action is withheld now. 

We believe that the senate will do its duty, notwithstanding 
the official pressure being brought to bear to make it forget its 
palpable obligation to the taxpayers, and especially to the farmers 


of the state. 
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STATE HIGHWAY COMMISSION. 


Well-championed, the state highway commission bill has suc- 
cessfully scaled its first rampart and started upon the high road 
to success. The house committee on roads has given it full hear- 
ing and approved it with a practical unanimity which should re- 
move every obstacle from its speedy enactment. 

There is no single provision in the measure to which any 
county, desiring the fullest latitude in the construction of its own 
roads, can proffer slightest objection. It 1s a bill which, enacted 
into law, will help every county in Georgia, and hinder none. 

Briefly stated, its provisions are that there shall be a state 
highway commission composed of the chairman of the prison com- 


mission, the State geologist, the professors of civil engineering at | 


the state university and at Tech, and one civilian, to be ap- 
pointed by the governor; that there shall be employed a compe- 
tent and expert road engineer at a salary not exceeding $3,000, ap- 
pointed by the governor with the approval of the commission, and 
such assistants as the commission may deem necessary; that it 
shall be the duty of the commission, through its expert and assist- 
ants, to INSTRUCT, ASSIST AND CO-OPERATE with each 
county in the state in the construction of its roads—no more; and 
within one year to prepare a map of the main highways in the 
state. | 

There will surely be no objection raised to a measure which 


must render such material assistance to the counties of the state: 
in up-to-date road construction, without requiring or enforcing the 


building of any roads which, for any reason, a county may not wish 
to construct at a particular time. From the commission the coun- 
ties may request any and all information pertaining to road build- 
ing, and particularly as to the methods and materials best suited to 
their particular needs and conditions. 

As an illugtration of the possibilities in good roads construc- 
tion, it was shown to the house committee that with well-graded 
and properly surfaced roads the average rural delivery mail carrier 
can serve his route with one horse, instead of being compelled to 


To the 1,600 rural carriers in 
Georgia this would mean a saving of nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars a year alone. 

This is but one of the many magnificent results attainable, but 
one that will, unquestionably, appeal strongly to the farmer who 
is served by the rural carrier and who, himself, is a beneficiary in 
the same identical manner. 

With the approval of two governors and the strong backing 
that the highway commission movement has received from every 
source that has given it thought or attention, it cannot be ques- 


| tioned that it will be made a law, and it should be done speedily. 
| Nothing should stand in the way of its prompt enactment at the 


present session.

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A TAX WITHOUT JUSTIFICATION. 


There is no shred of justification in the proposed annual tax 
of one dollar per horse power upon automobiles owned in Georgia. 


| Drastic and wholly unreasonable as it is, it would seem the very 


suggestion of it would have killed its further consideration. 

In a communication from G. W. Hanson, published today, it is 
pointed out where such a tax, in many instances, would easily ap- 
proach confiscation, making it difficult, if not impossible, for the 
man of average means to own an automobile. 

It is quite probable that when this proposal reaches open dis- 
cussion in the legislature, should it get that far, the sheer injustice 
of it will kill it without a serious defense being made in its 
behalf. 

Indefensible, it is difficult to conceive upon what ground it 
can be defended; nor is it to be credited that ge 2 ye will 
seriously consider its mentee.

DOLLAR PER HORSE POWER TAX 


IS DECLARED CONFISCATION 


Editor Constitution: I notice that it 
has been suggestéd by members of the 
ways and means committee of the 
present house of representatives thata 
tax of $1 per horse power per annum 


be levied on all automobiles in this 


state. 

Such a law would be confiscation 
simple, ard would make it 
impossible for the mar of average 
mcans to own an automobile, 

No species of property is taxed as 
heavily as automobiles in one way and 
another at the present time. The fact 
seems to be lost sight of that the auto- 
mobile is one of the greatest benefits 
which we now have in our midst. It 
has stimulated the building of good 
roads. It furnishes healthful 
tion to%thousands of people. It is thus 
an aid to thousands of laboring and 
working men. It annihilates space, and 
has brought the country and City to- 
gether. 

Not only this, but it furnishes em- 
ployment to thousands of worthy peo- 
ple. Then, too, the manufacture of 
automobiles creates a demand for one 
of our greatest staples, the cotton 
crop of Georgia, because of the fact 
that over 1,250,000 bales of cotton an- 
nually go into the manufacture of the 
various parts of the automobiles made 
in the United States. 

To iustrate how exorbitant this tax 
is, let’s take a concrete case: Take a 
30-horse power automobile which cost 
$1,000. A tax of §1 per horse power 
would ‘be $30 per aYinum, or 3 per cent 
of its value. If that automobile is 
owned in Atlanta it is also subject to 
a city tax as well as state and county 
taxes. The city and county and state 
ad valorem taxes on its value is 2% 
per cent. Here we have a tax of 5% 
per cent on the automobile which at 
the outset has cost only $1,000. In ad- 
Cithon to this, almost every owner of 
an automobile carries fire, Hability 
and collision insurance. This insurance: 
would amount, on a 30-horse power 


car on the kind named, to about $110. 
Therefore. we have one automobile 
costing $1,000, which is taxed at $162 
per year, or about 16 per cent of its 
value. 

In its second year an automobile de- 
creases in value fully one-third, and @ 
$1,000 mechine is supposed to be worth 
in the neighborhood of $600. The 
state’s tax of $1 per horse powe-* 
Would still remain on that machina, 
although it has diminished in value 
one-third. The tax which in the first 
year was 3 per ceht of its value would 
thus in the second year become about 
5 per cent. At the end of threeor four 
years, when the value was reduced to 
something like $200 or $300, the tax 
of $1 per horse power would become 
virtually a tax of 10 per cent per 
annum. ' 

Such a tax would prevent a man 
from buying a machine of high horse 
power at second-hand. The tax would 
be entirely too mueh for the value. 
Such a tax would practically kill the 
second-hand market for machines. 

It would not hurt the wealthy man 


;@8 much as it would hurt the man of 


moderate means. It would hurt the 
farmer who bought a small, cheap ma- 
chine for use on the country roads. 

‘It would be just as logical to tax 
every hack,horse or every dray mule 
in the cities, or every farmer's team 
according to its weight. 

As to the suggestion that automo- 
biles use up the roads, I wish to state 
that nothing has done so much to 
build up the roads of this country as 
the automobile business. The presence 
cf the automobile has created a de- 
mand for good roads. 

It must be borne in mind that this 
proposed tax is a superadded tax to 
the ordinary ad valorem tax. Auto- 
mobile owners pay taxes on the value 
of their machines just as the owners 
of houses and lots pay on their prop- 
erty.

COWARDLY ASSASSINATION IS 
CHARGED TO CONVICT GUARD 


Editor Constitution: A few days ago 
at the state farm at Milledgeville a 
gfray-haired old man Dy the name of 
William H. O'Neal, who wags sent up 
from this county for three years for 
Stabbing, was shot in the back and 
Killed by a guard at the farm who 
gaid that this old man, who was over 
60 years of age, was endeavoring to 
escape. 

At the time of O’Neal’s conviction it 
was a matter of considerable doubt 
whether he knew the distinction be- 
tween good and evil, although it was 
universally conceded by all who knew 
him that he was mentally unsound, 
and at the same time he was taken 
from Laurens county (to the prison 
farm he was physically’ wornout and a 
decrepit old man. 

The writer does not Know the de- 
tails surrounding his assassination by 
one of the agents of the state of Geor- 
gia, but his homicide could not be ex- 
cused on any conceivable basis known 
to reason. Any child could have out- 
run him and most any boy could have 
managed him from a physical stand- 
point,

The writer is only interested in this 
crime which has been committed by 
one of the agents of the state of Geor- 
gia to the extent of the duty of a citi- 
zen, but in the latter capacity I say 
that the killing of this old man when 
it coulqg have been avoided was a cow- 
ardly murder, the stain of which will 
reach the individual members of the 
Prison commissiow of the state of 
Georgia who sanction it as well as the 
cowardly brute who enacted it. This 
homicide should be investigated and 
its perpetrator prosecuted and con- 
victed of murder unless the facts of 
the killing establish some basis for 
what now appears to be a dastardly 
assassination of a helpless old man. 
Murder of this apparent type should 
not be made one of Georgia's weapons 
for enforcing justice. If this old man 
was killed for nothing it is an out- 
rage on Georgia and a disgrace to 
civilization. It goes to show what 
many Georgians have long thought, 
that our biggest criminals are those 
in charge of the unfortunates actually 
convicted of crime.

FATHER’S PLEA CLEARS SON; 
BURGLARIES BAFFLE POLICE 


“This boy may have been wild, judge, 


but dishonest—never!” 

It was Colonel J. W. A. Sanford, Jr., 
one of the most prominent lawyers of 
Montgomery, speaking yesterday 
afternoon in the interest of 
his client before Judge Broyles, and 
the client was his son, John. With H. 
B. Yeargin he was said to have been 
implicated in a recent burglary of 21 
Manhattan avenue. Colonel Sanford 
was assisted by Thomas H. Goodwin, 
and they secured a complete acquittal 
of both the young men. 

With the acquittal of these two 
young men and the failure of the de- 
tective department to fasten upon the 
shoulders of Bob Bennett, the negro 
suspected of robbing a Washington 
street home, responsibility for the 
numerous burglaries of recent gate, the 
clearing up of the “burglarized atmos- 
phere” of the city is indefinitely post- 
poned, and the department apparently 
as much up in the air as ever. 

It had been hinted by Detective Chief 
Lanford that an investigation of the 
actions of the two young men in At- 
lanta might bring to Ught evidence 
in other cases. He also called to mind 
the fact that burglaries had shown a 
marked decrease since Yeargin and 
Sanforg had left for Savannah. 

Sanford is 23 years old, while Year- 
gin has not yet attained his majority. 


Both have been staying at the Empire 
hotel, leaving there the mo: ‘ing after 
the burglary was committe’ and it 
was suspected that they were con- 
nected with H. Harless as accomplices. 
They were arrested in Savannah. 

About half a dozen witnesses were 
examined by Colonel Sanford, whose 
handling of the case was most able. 
He made a short talk in defense of his 
son at the close of the. evidence. 

“Judge, this boy comes from a long 
line of distinguished Georgians and 
his family is well known hére and in 
Alabama. His great-grandfather was 
Géneral John Sanford, of Milledgeville, 
for a long time secretary of state and’ 
once nominated for congress. His 
grandfather removed to Alabama in 
the fifties and has held high positions 
there. I left him very ill in order to 
come here today.

Bob Bennett, the negro suspected of 
robbing a home on Washington street 
of valuable jewelry some days ago, was 
not bound over in that case.

INNER WORKINCS 
OF SUGAR TRUST 


being Gradually Brought Out 
by Congress Probers 


Chairman Thomas of the Trust 
Grilled by the Committee 
at the Hearing in New York. 
Thomas Says That Have- 
meyer Run the Combine. 


New York, July 18.-—Such inner 
workings of the American Sugar Re- 
finery Company, the so-called sugar 
trust, as Washington B. Thomas, chair- 
man of its board of directors, reveal- 
ed under prolonged questioning, in- 
terested the members of the special 
congress committee which began here 
investigation it had been 
in Washington. Mr. Thom- 
as could see no present evil in the 
company its methods, although he 
said he did not agree with the policy 
in vogue under the late H. O. Have- 
meyer, 

John Arbuckle, whom the committee 
considered the most important wit- 
ness it was to question here, is so ill 
at Mohonk Lake, N. Y., that:a sub- 
committee, consisting of Representa- 
tives Garrett, of Tennessee, and Madi- 
son, of Kansas, was appointed. by 
Chairman Hardiwick to go there, prob- 
abiy Friday, to take his testimony. 
Mr. Arbuckle is expected to give much 
information of the big sugar war be- 
tween his company and the American, 
and more particularly the terms of 
settlement. It has been said that only 
two men know what those terms were, 
Mr. Arbuckle and H. O. Havemeyer. 
Havemeyer is dead. 

Important Testimony. 

What was regarded as perhaps the 
most important testimony of the day 
Was a statement by Mr. Thomas that 
the American Sugar Refining Company 
is thoroughly in sympathy with the 
suit in New Jersey to retire and in- 
Validate the common stock of the Na- 
tional Sugar Refining Company. The 
American owns most of the preferred 
stock-in that company and Mr. Thomas 
gaid that the preferred stock would 
be greatly enhanced by the retirement 
of common stock. It would also give 
the American absolute control of what 
is said to be its greatest competitor. 

Mr. Thomas would not admit that 
the American instigated the guit to re- 
tire the mational's common stock, but 
aid his company was in sympathy 
with the suit and might be called on 
to pay part of the costs. 

Without explanation Mr. Thomas jn- 
terrupted his testimony to defend the 
memory of the late H. O. Havemeyer. 
Hie wished it understood that nothing 
he said or might say was to be inter- 
preted as an attack on Mr. Hevemeyer. 

“Mr. Havemeyer ran the company,” 
he said, “as a captain runs a ahip. He 
did what he thought was best for the 
stockhoiders.. Of course public opinion 
has changed since then. You know 
Mr. Hevemeyer did nor believe in let- 
ting the public know what he was 
doing.” 

Mr. Thomas admitted that the Amer- 
ican company, after buying the stock 
of the Baltimore Refining Company, 
closeq the refinery there and shipped 
the machinery to New Orleans, where 
labor was cheaper. 

Teo Limit Sugar Output. 


“After acquiring the .Mollenhauer 
and other refineries,” asked Mr. Hard 
wick, “did not Mr. Havemeyer, James 
Hi.

Heyburn Vents His Spleen. 

Senator Heyburn secured the floor 
and opnjected somewhat strenuously to 
the bit] and proceeded to pay his re- 
spects to the newspapers and the re- 
porters in the press gallery for what 
he terms-the “garbled, inaccurate and 
maliciously unfair” reports of hi anti- 
southern speech of a week ago. 

“There is not a reporter in the gal- 
lery brave enough to report these re- 
marks fairly,” he challenged. 

He said the people of the country had 
lost confidence in the press, and that 
the press had sacrirtced the right to 
that confidence; that it no longer 
moulded public sentiment upon great 
questions. 

Senator Heyburn agarn attacked the 
principle of federal recognition of Con- 
federate acts, 

Mr.. Heyburn ‘declared it was “intol- 
erable” that the deeds of Confederate 
armies should be recited in laws that 
call upon the public treasury for con- 
tributions. He characterized the his- 
tory of war between the states as a 
“history of murder.’ ne attacked the 
newspapers of the evuntry, declaring 
many of them disloyal and “delighted 
to express their disloyalty.” 

Letters From “Cowards,” 

He had been characterized as waving 
the bloody flag in tne senate, he said, 
and had been so misrepresented thai 
he was receiving scores of anonymous 
letters from “cowards” threatening him 
with physical violence because of his 
opposition to use of government funds 
to revognize .confederate service. 

Senator Heyburn displayed a letter 
he had received from nittle Rock, Ark., 
the envelope of which bore a represen- 
tation of the Confederate flag. He 
said the postoffice authorities said 
there was no law to prevent the use 
of the flag on mail matter. 

“No law ought to be needed,” said 
Senatur Heyburn. “There ts but one 
fiag in this nation entitled to such rep- 
resentation.” 

During the tirade of Mr, Heyburn, 
Senator Williams displayed growing 
restlessness and finally sought the 
democratic cloak rooms. 

Bob Taylor Scores Heyburn. 

Senator Bob Taylor made a reply to 
Mr. Heyburn that was a triumph. 
Never before in his four years of serv- 
ice has he shown to such good ad- 
vantage. His patriotic speech deeply 
affected the senate. 

Senator Cullom, of Illinois, had fre- 
quent recourse to his handkerchief, 
and Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
sobbed aloud as the speaker told an 
affecting story of how an olg con- | 
federate soldier had finally become 
“reconstructed” when his sg0n was 
brought home during the Spanish- 
American war clad in his blue uniform, 
killed in battle. 

The references of Senator Taylor to 
Senator Heyburn, of Idaho, were only 
thinly veiled. 

“It seems to me rather late in the 
day for a senator of the United States 
to atand on the floor of the senate and 
reopen the wounds of the civil war, 
he said by way of preface. “I go not 
know where the senator fought in that 
war,” he continued, looking in the di- 
rection of Mr. Heyburn's seat, but I be- 
longed to the infantry.” 

“Did the senator ask me a question?’ 
demanded Mr. Heyburn. 

Scorn for Heyburn. 

“No, I deliberately declined to ask 
the senator the question,” replied Mr. 
Taylor. 

“All well-informed men agreed,” he 
continued, “that the civil war gid not 
begin in 1861, but that it had been 
fought for sixty years previously in 
every forum in the country. 

“It was a problem coeval with the 
foundation of the government,” he 
said, “and lay for years in the federal! 
constitution like some invisible cobra. 
Webster thundered against it, and Clay 
put it off for a quarter of a century 
with his great compromise measures. 
Jackson delayed it when he held up his 
bony hands and swore by the eternal 
‘the union must and_ shall be pre- 
served.’ ” 

He said it was a contest between the 
advocates of the doctrine of federal 
supremacy and those who upheld the 
idea of separate state sovereignty. 

Declaring that the brave deeds of all 
the soldiers in the civil war “are my 
heritage and the heritage of my chil- 
dren,” the speaker told of many times 
of stopping in silent admiration to 
contemplate the figure of U. S. Grant 
in Statuary hall, whose genius in war 
he had admired as well as his generosi- 
ty in peace. . 

Can’t Understand Heyburn Nature. 

He continued: 

“I am incapable of understanding 
the nature of @ man who can sneer at 
the qualities of brain and heart repre- 
sentedg in the character of Lee.” 

Senator Taylor said that while serv- 
ing as governor of Tennessee, Presi- 
dent McKinley called for volunteers 
and that Tennessee mustered into the 
service of the United States the first 
, regiment, and he came to Washington 
to urge the president to permit Tén- 
nessee to exceed her quota.

STEEL TRESTLES 
FOR A. C. L. SYSTEM 


Improvements to Cost $2,000,- 
000 Are Now Under 
Way. 


Waycross, Ga., July 18.—(<(Special.)— 
Hereafter no wooden trestle work will 
be built by the Atlantic Coast line, the 
taboo having been placed upon such 
work.

Experts Hope to Avert Threat- 
ened Destruction of the 
South’s Timber. 


Spartanburg, S. C., July 19.—To fight 
the threatened outbreak of the south- 
ern pine beetle, a bark-boring insect 
which caused enormous damage to 
healthy lfving timber in the Virginias 
in the early ‘90's and which has re- 
cently been reported in different sec- 
tions of the south, a forest insect 
field station has been established here 
by the bureau of entomology of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. | 

It is feared that unless measures are 
taken for the control of this insect 
it will cause the loss of millions of 
dollars worth of pine and the sta- 
tion has been established here for the 
purpose of securing first hand infor- 
mation and for giving direct free in- 
struction to timber owners on the 
most economical and effectual methods 
of controlling the beetie. The  bu- 
reau's experts have discovered meth- 
ods by which the beetle can be con- 
trolled in some cases by the profitable 
utilization of the infected timber and 
in all cases at a moderate direct ex- 
pense. Timber owners should com- 
municate either with the station here 
or the bureau at Washington. 

‘Recognizing the importance of con- 
certed action and that the danger is 
common to the whole south, the South- 
ern Railway,is endeavoring to call the 
attention of’ timber owners through- 
out the south to the activity of the 
bureau in this maatter, in the belief 
that its interes is identical with 
theirs.

DEVELOPMENT IN THE HOME AND OUT OF IT 


A NEGRO REFORMATORY 
ATLANTA'S CRYING NEED 


The Recent Arrest of Nine Little Negro Boys Charged: 


With Petty Larceny Brings This Need Forcibly to 
the Attention of Sociologists. | | 


‘ 


No incident of recent occurrence more 
forcibly indicates the weak point in 
our system established for dealing witb 
the negro than the one quoted in sto- 
ries in Saturday's and Sunday's paper, 
When nine little negro boys were 
brought before the recorder and con- 
victed of petty offenses. 

In none of the cases were the boys 
orphans; therefore the orphan asylum 
could not be taxed with them; to dis- 
miss them without punishment would 
have been demoralizing to the com- 
munity in which they were; to eend 
them home with the hope that proba- 
tionary protection would do any geod. 
was impractical as their environment 
would prohibit any chance there, 60 
there was nothing to do except send 
them to the stockade, or to the prison 
farm. Neither is the right place in 
@uch cases. 

To send them there would have been 
to establish as long as they lived, nine 
criminals on the waiting list of Geor- 
gia’s criminal dockets, for there are no 
reformative measures taken at either 
Georgia's prison farm system, or in our 
city stockade. 

Even supposing these children of the 
dependent race could be treated hu- 
manely in either place and suppose 
they should have protection in the 
snatter of bodily comrort, the association 
with the grown-up and hardened and 
hopeless companions from whom they 
could not be separated would make 
impossible any chance for their refor- 
mation. The Sunday missionary, bo 
matter how earnest his or her efforts 


strangely inconsistent with her gtand 
for progress and prosperity. 

There are plenty of praces upon which 
the negro reformatory could be built, 
and if one were established statistics 
would prove in a short time that the 
community is ¢afed by f&t in not 
Only protecting a present and future 
generation, but in saving the state mon- 
ey through taking preventive and 
reformative measures, rather than al- 
ways the clumsily expensive punitive. 
An Earnest Piea For the Reformatory. 

Mrs. E. G. McCabe, president of the 
reformatory committee of the City Fed- 
eration of Clubs, was asked if any- 
thing had been done since the club 
women agitated six years ago the es- 
tablishment of the negro reformatory. 
“Every effort has been to create pub- 
lic sentiment in the matter of the re- 
formatory,” she said, “for there had 
been brought to the observation of the 
club Women many conditions which 
called for the establishment of the re- 
formatory as an argent necessity, but 
nothing definite was done. Lack of 
funds was the exctise given by those 
in authority to act when they failed 
to do anything. ‘The press were, as 
uB8ual, generous in their support of the 
movement. Representative negro men 
and women offerdd to co-operate in 
securing a site for it, and securing 
funds to build it, but citizens approach- 
ed naturally felt that the reformatory 
was a movement the city and the coun- 
ty’ was obligated to establish and not 
one to be undertaken by an organ- 
ization. 

“Subscription lists were opened and 
some money pledged for a reformatory 
through the efforts of individuals, but 


could not at the conventional religious | 
service wipe out the impression made 
by the daily association with unfortu- 
nates whose every expression would 
but lead the way of the youthful of- 
fender on in evil thoughts, desires and 
actions, and school him for the more 


hardened condition of the criminal of 
maturer years—the one a daily ex- 
pense to the state, county or city. 


What Is to Be Donetf 

Still where were these nine boys to 
be sent? In the emergency three were 
gent to the estate prison farm. Then 
Alice Carey, that splendid negro wom- 
an who is making intelligent efforts to 
help her race in so many directions, 
assumed the responsibility of placing 
three of the boys temporarily. 

They were taken by a prominent At- 
lanta gentleman who will employ them 
on his farm; a second gentieman ap- 
plied for the other boys to make the 
same experiment with them. There 
can be no law, however, which will 
force these boys to stay on the farm 
against their own volition, and al- 
though the system of farming out the 
youthfuj] criminal under state protec- 
tion might be proven a practica] meth- 
od for both the boy and the state un- 
til something better is done, it has 
yet to be worked out, and the question 
is, “What will be done with the nine 
little negro boys who may be arrested 
today?’ No matter how little, how 
harmiess, they may seemin comparison 
to the more hardened criminals, they 
are nevertheless a menace to the com- 
munity, and must be disposed of. 

The only logical, really civilized ad- 
justment of this situation ts in the 
1reformatory, and it is almost absurd 
that any community, with Atlanta's 
negro population, and boasting a de- 
sire to show the negro justice, should 
not have established long ere this

“I think there is a crisis at hand 
now,” said Mrs. McCabe, “and I think 
it is the obligation of those in author- 
ity to Jook to the protection of the 
children of the city against the crimi- 
nal black child, and we are lacking 
in humanity to fail in our obligation 
toward the Whfortunate of any race.”

Ruskin gays, “There is no wealth but 
life,”” and slowly but surely the world 
is waking to this truth.

Every institution of any importance 
has established a chair of psychology, 
where much can be learned concerning 
the laws that make or mar human be- 
ings.

One of the most important branches 
of psychology fs eugenics. Indeed, Gal- 
ton defines engentes as “the science 
that deals with all the influences that 
improve the inborn qualities of the 
race.”

Dr. Williams Saleeby, Ch. B., presi!- 
aent of the Edinburg National League 
for Physical Education and Improve- 
ment, says in his book, “Race Culture 
and Eugenics,” “Human life is made 
up of generations, and the key to all 
progress lifes in the relation between 
one generation and another.” 

He further says, in speaking of mar- 
riage, “It is to be hoped that a reg!

A somewhat steadier tone 
developed in the iate trading, and Aug- 
ist closed about 12 points up from tne 
lowest, but, while covering was active, 
new crop deliveries showed rallies of 
only 4 or 5 points, but with the final 
tone steady and with last prices show- 
ing net losses of from 27 to 41 points. 

The market opened weak at a de- 
cline of 26 to 29 points, under general 
selling, inspired by weak cabies, pri- 
vate advices from Liverpool claiming 
that the big bulls there were unload- 
ing, the continued unfavorable reports 
from the dry goods district and reports 
of further Sains in the southwest. A 
rally of from 10 to 12 points followed 
the {nitial decline, on profit-taking Dy 
shorts, trade buying which seemed to 
reflect the execution of resting orders 
and buying for a reaction, but long 
cotton continued to come on the mafr- 
‘ket, the south was a heavy seller, and 
the market developed renewed weak- 
ness before midday, with August sell- 
ing off to a net loss of 53 points, 
while other positions solid about 30 to 
34 points net lower, with July at 13.79, 
showing a decline of about 240 points 
from the -high record of the season, 
while December aft-12.17 was.about 160 
rcints under the recent high level.

To the close student of poultry cul- 
ture it is gratifying, indeed, to note 
the wonderful strides which have been 
and are being made in the standard 
bred poultry business. Every fall sea- 
#on when the revival of the poultry 
interest begins, there are more to take 
up the work and add to the wealth 
producéd b¥ the American hen. 

Of all the branches of the poultry 
business, the selling of eggs for hatch- 
ing and stock for breeding offers the 
largest returns to those who are will- 
ing to put honest effort and study into 
the business. Scientfic breeding of 
fowls is an art in which, to become 
proficient, one must apply himself most 
diligently. It is a work which de- 
mands careful study and intelligent 
investigation of its underlying funda- 
mental principles. It offers a wide field 
for those who have original ideas to 
work out their theories and to demon- 
@trate their principles and to demon- 
Strate their practical value, 


Quality Much Improved. 


During the past fifty years, covering 
the period of modern poultry interest, 
the quality of domesticated fowls has 
been greatly improved. Many new 
breeds have been originated, and today 
there ig a great number for the begin- 
ner to select from. When I first be- 
came deeply interested in poultry (I 
always had a hankering after it), in 
1878, the staridard of that vear con- 
‘tained but very few of our present-day 
favorite fowls, and there are several 
breeds in it that have been almost 
forgotten. The standard of 1878 con- 
tained Andalusians, Brahmas, Cochins, 
Crevecoeurs,. American Domingues, 
Dorkings, rizzles, Hamburgs, Hou- 
dans, La Fleche, Leghorns, Plymouth 
Rooks, Barred (no White or Buff), 
Polish, Rumpless, Russians, Silkies, 
Spanish, Sultans. In addition to the 
above there were twelve kinds of fight- 
ing games, ten Kinds of ducks and six 
kinds of turkeys. Notice, there are no 
Wyandottes, Reds, Buckeyes, Orping- 
tons, Minorcas and a number of other 
present-day favorites. 


Best Rule in Selection. 


. The advice most frequently given to 
a beginner is to take up that variety of 
birds which pleases them best. On 
first thought, this seems to be good 
counsel, but further reflection shows 
it to be crude philosophy. I am not 
disputing this for a person of inde- 
pendent means, but it must be remem- 
ered that most of the poultry raisers 
are ip the business for the money they 
can make out of it. Therefore, it fol- 
lows that the best thing for them to 
do is to take up one or more of the 
most popular breeds and thus have a 
much better opportunity of finding a 
market for the product. 

There are Kinds of birds which have 
been more popular in days gone by 
‘and there are those which have not yet 
secured a sure foothold, and these are 
the ones which the beginner will best 
leave for someone else to champion. 


Geod Time to Buy Now, 


For the one who ts just starting 
with standard bred stock, now is the 
time to make purchases. Nearly all 
of the standard breeders have a sur- 
plus of young stock on hand and the 
best bargains are offered now. Also, 
many of the old fowls are to be dis- 
posed of to make room for the young 
birds. To have the surest guarantee 
of success the foundation stock should 
be bought from a breeder whose word 
can be depended upon, and with years 
of experience to back his judgment, 

The moat valuable stock to start 
with is yeurlinges and if it is possible 
to get birds of this age having strong 
constitutions and conforming gener- 
aily to standard requirements, it should 
by all means be done, and just another 
word with regard to purchases of 
foundation stock. It is not the quan- 
tity, but the quality which you should 
seek Better have only a trio of first- 
class specimens than fifty of medium 
quality. 

Slower but Surer. 

This may be a somewhat § slower 
manner of getting a start, but the very 
firet season its advantages will mani- 
feat themselves in the superior quality 
of the birds raised. 

It should be remembered that all of 
the leading strains have been built up 
in this way. To make any progress 
in this line whatever it is necessary 
to pick the most select specimens from 
large flocks. Hy careful selection the 
law of like producing like will come 
into operation, and in time the fancier 
will, because of the excellence of his 
etock, gain a reputation that will be 
worth something.

pound. I seldom have a sick chick, 
while all my neighbors have sore head 
and other diseases among their fowls. 
taising chickens successfully calls for 
work, and plenty of it—their houses, 
roosts, coops, nests, freeding boards 
and drinking fountains must be kept 
clean, and if you clean them properly, 
it takes work. 

Never make nests in or near the 
fowl house; you will have mites in 
ubundance if you do; if: possible, have 
a large coop or house in which to set 
your hens; change straw in nests 
often, and use plenty of “Uncle Joe’s” 
insect powder; spray nests and houses 
every few weeks with kerosene. Last 
year I started to raise Indian Runner 
ducks; bought two settings of eggs 


‘and raised seven; kept five of these 


and bought a trio last winter. They 
tre regular laying machines; some 
days 1 get five ezgs from my five 
always average three eggs 


Now I am taking off young ducks 
every week or two, and all the egss 
set have full-grown ducklings = in 
them; but only about 75 per cent of 
the eggs hatch. I set them under 
hens and sprinkle the egzs with warm 
water several times each week until 
the fourth week, when I sprinkle them 


dafly. | 
The ducklings grow off rapidly, but 


when they are from two to seven days | 


old. I find them in the coop on thelr 
stomecahs, with their bills resting on 
the ground. They can't eat, but some 
of them can drink. They feel juffy 
and as tuOugh they were full of air. 
Their craws will be full of food. Some- 
times they live a day or two in this 
condition, but they never get over it; 
usually they die in an hour or two. 
They are well fed and well cared for 
in every way. I lost seven out of my 
first fourteen this way, and have lost 
one of a later hatch the same way. 
They run around some after they get 
sick, but constantly fall down on their 
stomach, as though very weak. Please 
tell me the cause and remedy for 
game. will write my experience with 
some of the exchanges another time. 
Usually you are treated fine, but 
sometimes you can't exchange for 
what they offer. what then?

DROWNS IN SURF 


Fred R. Garner’s Body Thrown 
Ashore Late Tuesday 


Afternoon. 


Brunswick, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)— 
Fred R. Garner, 22 years old, of 47 
Estoria street, Atlanta, company D, 
Fifth regiment, was drowned in the 
surf Monday night at St. Simons, where 
the Fifth is in encampment. The body 
was driven ashore by flerce rain and 
wind at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 

Garner was last seen while bath- 
ing with more than a score of other 
members of the regiment. The sea was 
choppy and a hard driving rain set in. 
All the bathers left the water without 
knowing of Garner’s absence. This 
morning it was discovered that while 
he was not in his tent all of his clothes 
except his bathing suit were there. 
Members of his company then  re- 
membered that they did not see him 
after leaving the water the night be- 
fore. 

Early in the morning the entire com- 
pany was posted to patrol along ‘the 
beach, keeping a sharp lookout for the 
body. It was not until a heavy squall 
had almost worn itself out that the 
body was found floating near one of 
the piers. Captain F. M. Cochran, act- 
ing adjutant; Captain 8. H. Greene, of 
the hospital corps, and Captain F. H. 
Lichtenwalter accompanied the body to 
Brunswick late this afternoon and at- 
tended the inquest. A detail of four 
men from company D, under direction 
of Lieutenant W. G. Mills, left at night 
accompanying the Body to Atlanta. 

The death has cast a shadow over 
company D, of which young Garner 
was one of the most popular members. 
Among the first orders issued by Colo- 
nel Pomeroy on reaching St. Simons 
was to instruct company commanders 
to caution their men against the dan- 
gers of the surf. Lieutenant Parker, 
commanding company D, issued this 
warning on the morning before young 
Garner was drowned. 


The news of young Garner's death 
reached his parents early last night. 
Upon finding the body, Major Pomeroy 
notified Mr. and Mrs. Garner, extend- 
ing his sincere sympathies. Mrs. Gar- 
ner was almost prostrated with grief, 
and late at night was“in a serious con- 
dition. 

Young Garner resided with his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Garner, at 47 
Estoria gtreet. He was single, only 19 
years old, and was very popular 
throughout the city. He was an ex- 
perienced concrete worker. 

The body will reach here today and 
be carried to the Poole undertaking 
establishment, where the funeral ar- 
rangements will be made.

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President Taft Won't Dismiss 
lhe Chief Food Exper 


It Is Said, However, That Dr. 
Wiley May Be Reprimanded. 
It Is Said Secretary Wilson 
Thinks Wiley Has Been Ex- 
ceeding His Authority. 


Washington, July 18.—Dr. Harvey 
W. Wiley, chief of the bureau of chem- 
istry, probably will not be requested 
by President Taft to resign, but will 
be reprimanded, according to the con- 
sensus of opinion of visitors who 
talked with Mr. Taft today. The rec- 
ommendation of Attorney General 
Wickersham that Dr. Wiley be per- 
mitted to resign was barely touched 
upon at the cabinet meeting, but the 
above impression was strengthened in 
the minds of callers at the white house 
during the day. 

The president thus far has not read 
the record in the case, nor has he be- 
fore him the recommendation of Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wilson, in whose 
department the trouble arose, and who 
has been directed to pass upon it. 
Wickersham Didn't Exceed Authority. 

Intimations that Attorney General 
Wickersham exceeded his authority in 
his recommendation were set at rest 
by the president today. In convers:- 
tion witno callers the president ex- 
plained that he had requested the at- 
torney general *o pass upon the legal 
question involved in the Wiley matter, 
and that, proceeding on this theory, 
the attorney general answered him in 
Strictly it gal fashion. 

Mr. Wickersham, the president told 
sore of his visitors, Md not expect his 
opinion to be given to the parties con- 
cerned and wrote it largely for the 
president's guidance alone. At a re- 
cent cabinet meeting, at which Mr. 
Wickershain was not present, {t was 
@greed that the papers in the case 
should be sent to all parties interested, 
and this was done by the president, 
who did not expect them to be made 
pubic. : 

How Wickersham Was Involved. 

The prerident’s explanation of how 
Mr. Wickersham became involved in 
the cse led some of his hearers to the 
conclusion that the attorney general, 
will have no reason to feel injured if 
his recommendation is net followed by 
Mr. Taft when he reviews the case. 

It beceme apparent, after the cabinet 
meeting today, that the president will 
be unable to reach a decision for sev- 
eral days, and probably not before next 
week. There was opportunity to refer 
to Dr. Wiley for only an instant at 
the cabinet session today. Mr. Wilgon 
immediately thereafter took Dr. Wi- 
ley’s answer back to his department 
with him, promising to look it over 
and riake a recommendation as soon as 
(possible. Before he reaches a de- 
cision the president expects to read the 
evidence in the affair, Dr. Wiley's an- 
swer and all the other papers that 
have been written bearing upon it. 

Wilson and Wiley at Outs. 

It is well known in Washington that 
Secretary Wilson and Dr. Wiley have 
not been on friendly terms for some 
time. It is acknowledged by the sec- 
retary’s friends that he takes the po- 
sition that the chief of the chemistry 
bureau has assumed more authority in 
the department than he is entitled to. 

In spite of this fact. it was predict- 
ed today that Mr. Wilson will recom- 
mend leniency. He is aware of the 
popular sentiment in favor of Dr. Wi- 
ley. and for that reason, if for no other, 
some of his friends declare that he 
will not concur with Mr. Wickersham 
in suggesting that Dr. Wiley’s resig- 
nat‘on would be acceptable.
